labor men constructed a Venturi | 
flume for measuring water in the| 
main channel. The construction | 
of this measuring device complies 
with the requirements of the state 
division of water rights that a sat-/ 
isfactory measuring device be con- | 
structed so that the amount of 
water diverted by the association | 
can be measured and a record | 
kept. It has a measuring capac- | 
ity of over 1,000 second feet. 

Federal Assistance 

At the present time the federal 
government has a camp of 200 
men on our property. These men 
are engaged in extending the lat- 
eral system and main canal along | 
the same lines ag the work done | 
by the state labor camp and the 
unemployed of the counties of San 
Bernardino and Riverside. 

It may be worthy of note that 
the state camp and the federal 
camp are the only ones in the 
state working on flood control, all 
others being on forestation pro-| 
grams. 

Cost of Works and Spreading 

Up to date the capital cost of 
the conservation works has been 
approximately $227,000.00, and the | 
total amount of water sunk has, 











‘been 266,784 acre feet, or an aver- | 





age of 85c per acre foot, and the | 
cost of spreading water based on | 
the amount spent, and the amount | 
of water spread, has been 40.8¢/ 

Even if these works were never | 
used again, the investment would! 
be justified by the amount of water ; 
conserved, but the present works | 
and extension made place the as-| 
sociation in a position to take ad- | 
vantage of almost any quantity of | 
water which may be available in! 
the future. i
